Attains 46% 

George Clarke 
Appeals for 
Greater Effort 



The Amalgamated Charities Drive 
continued to show slow progress to- 
day as Ihe receipts totalled $022.B1. 
In commenting on the results of the 
drive thus far, George Clarke, the 
chairman of the drive, stated that 
the faculties of Arts, Science and 
Engineering are not making as great 
an effort as they should for if R.V.C. 
can obtain 70 per cent, of their ob- 
jective there appears to be no rea- 
son why men students who in gen- 
eral have larger incomes or allow- 
ances should not exceed their ob- 
lective by at least 20 per cent." In- 
stead everyone "leaves it to the 
other fellow"^ and those who can 
afford to make a substantial con- 
tribution neglect to do so. 

He pointed out, moreover, that 
the Municipal drive totals include 
definite and fixed amounts from 
the McGill drive and similar re- 
stricted drives throughout the city; 
and if the McGill drive falls short 
of the objective then the other 
charities institutions will have 
over-estimated their total collect- 
ed. 'This important point should 
be remembered," he continued, 
"when students are asked to con- 
tribute." 

"Contributing is made more dif- 
ficult this year," he added, "be- 
cause ot the numerous other de- 
mands made upon the student. But 
it is in this case that the donation 
really counts, for as the demands 
upon the Individual increase, so 
too on the needy whose sole means 
of support is through charitable in- 
fContinued on Page Four;

Weekly Luncheon 
To Be Held in 
Union Tomorrow 

At 1 p.m. tomorrow the Cosmo- 
politan Club will meet in the Un- 
ion Grill room for its weekly lun- 
chcon meeting, at which a speaker 
will give a talk on the Crimea, and 
the feasibility ot a suggestion for 
a bowling party for members ot the 
club will be invesUgaled. 

The speaker for .this week will be 
Martin Entln. who will discuss his 
native Crimea. Since the peninsula 
Is now almost entirely overrun by 
the Germans, this talk will prob- 
ably be the last opportunity, for 
some time, that McGill students 
will have of hearing an up-to-date 
account of the customs and mode 
of life of this Europe-Asiatic land. 
The Crimean peninsula is an almost 
entirely sea-bound projectldn of 
land Jutting out from the southern 
border ot Russia Into the Black 
Sea. On Its southern ' coast Is the 
strategically important town of Se- 
vastopol, the possession ot which 
determines the control ot the whole 
Black Sea, and its northern end 
offers a danger on the flank of any 
thrust through to the oil fields of 
the Ca\icasus. Thus the fate of the 
Crimea In the next two weeks may 
largely determine the whole course 
of the war.

■ row, to honour the hundredth 
anniversary of the birth of one 
ot McGlll's most prominent 
graduates,' Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 
This pilgrimage will be lead by 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
who will leave in a special 
train from Windsor Station at 
1.30 p.m. 

The ceremonies ot the cente- 
nary will take place on the site 
ot the old brick- house in which 

' the famous statesman was bom. 
One ot the highlights of the 
event will be the dedication of 
the house as a national historic 
locale in recognition ot the role 
played by Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
In the making ot Canada as it 
Is todoy. To this effect a com- 
memorative tablet will be un- 
veiled by the Prime Minister 

. on the grounds of the property. 
Thus Canadians in years to 
come will haye something per- 
manent to preserve the memory, 
ot one of their greatest states- 
men who made a lasting im- 
pression on the history of Can- 
ada. 

Besides Mackenzie King, the 
ceremonies will be attended by 
such prominent citizens as 




Premier Adelard Godbout of 
Quebec,. Lieutenant - Governor 
Sir Eugene Fiset, also of Que- 
bec, and various members ot 
the cabinet of this province. 

Sir, Wilfrid Uurler obtained 
most of his early education at 
the St. Lin village school and 
church, and It is here that he 
became a thorough going 
French-Canadian in manners 
and in spirit. Later Laurier wis 
sent to New Glasgow where he 
learned to speak English and 
acquired an understanding of 
English customs. From here the 
famous statesman went to L' As- 
somption College, and finally to 
McGlll where ho studied law 
and graduoted from that facul- 
ty. After practising at the bar 
for a number of years, Laurier 
became a member of the. Liber- 
al Party, and it .was only a 
short time before be l>ecaroe 
the leader of- that .group.. His^ 
greatest ' aciilevements took 
place, however, only after he 
became Prime Minister of Can- 
ada, and it was during his term 
that he succeeded in uniting the 
French and English races with 
so strong a tie that throughout 
the many troublesome years 
that have followed It has never 
been weakened.

Arthur Lismer who will give 
a lecture on Art Education in 
the Arts Building today is a 
well-known Canadian artist. 
Though he was born in Britain 
he has lived most ot his life iii 
Canada so that Canada claims 
Mr. Lismer as her own. He is 
at present regarded as one ot 
the most outstanding artists In 
the Dominion. 

Mr. Lismer first obtained rec- 
ognition as an Artist and Spe- 
cialist on Art Education, at the 
Art Gallery in Toronto. Here 
he delivered a scries of lec- 
tures on Art which were so ap- 
pealing that about 400 chjklren 
attended the lectures regularly. 
This was unusual in .view ot 
the fact that children when 
they attend Art lectures often 
do so only under compulsion by 
their parents. 

In 1924 Mr. Lismer addressed 
a meeting ot the New Educa- 
tion Fellowship, world federa- 
tion held in Johannesburg, and 
so impressed General Jan Smuts 
and other South African offl- 
clals that the Government 
granted him t year's leave ot 
absence to tour the provinces 
of South Africain the Interest 
of Art Education. He was later 
appointed visiting professor ot 
Fine Art at Columbia Univer- 
sity In New York City. He is 
nt present working at the Art 
Gallery in Montreal and In the 
Department ot Architecture at 
McGill.

(The following extracts were made from the 
address delivered by Sir WlUrld Laurier as 
valedictorian of tije McGill law class which 
graduated in 1804. In view of the celebration 
of ihc onc-hundrcdth anniversary of Lauricr's 
birth to be held tomorrow night, it is appro- 
priate to print these extracts, which appear In 
biography of the French-Canadian Prime 
Minister.— Feature Editor.) 

"I admire the man who on the field of bat- 
tle knows how to die and save his country; I 
admire the man who brings all generations 
under the spell of the creations of his genius; 
I ajdmhre the man who consecrates his whole 
life' to the amelioration of humanity; but I ad- 
mire him stm more who has taken tot the end 
of his life, his studies, and his labours, to ren- 
der to each according to his works. All 
glories, all merits pale before these simple and 
great thoughts: to render to each according to 
his works, to cause justice to reign."

"Liberty is not the power to say everything 
and do everything: Liberty is the right to act 
and move at ease and without hindrance with- 
in the circle of the constitution traced by the 
people without which that circle might be en- 
larged or contracted at will by a despotic 
hand"

"The mission of the men of law in Canada 

embraces the following: Justice, the most 
noble of all human perfections; patriotism, the 
noblest of all social virtues; the union between 
the peoples, the sccret.of the future.,; Now we 
see the end; upon ourselvcs.depends what our 
efforts shall be In mounting to the height of 
it."

"The law is called upon to play another 

role in this country, an Immense role, and one 
which belongs to It nowhere else. Two races 
shore today the soil of Canada. I can say it 
here, for the time is no longer, the French and 
the English races have not always been friends; 
but I hasten to say it, and I say it to our glory, 
that race hatreds arc finished on our Canadian 
soil. There is no longer any family here but 
the human family. It matters not the language 
the people speak, or the altars at which they 
kneel. We are coming every day upon happy 
results of this holy work, and at thU celebra- 
tion we have had sUll another proof of it. You 
have heard French and English names here, 
graven on the tables of honour. You have 
heard some address the word to you in Eng- 
lish, and I who am now speaking, I am speak- 
ing to you in my mother tongue,'! am speaking 
to you In French. 

"There is in this fraternity a glory of which 
Canada cannot bo proud enough, for many 
powerful naUons might come here to seek a 
lesson in justice and humanity. To whom do 
we oWe this happy state of affairs? There may 
be more than one cause for it, but the princi- 
pal cause is the study of law. Two different 
systems of law rule this country: the French 
and the English. Each of these systems places 
under obligation not only the race to which it 
properly belongs, but each rules simultaneous- 
ly the two races, and— a fact worth remarking 
—this introduction into the same iountry of 
two systems of legislation, entirely different, 
was carried out 'without violence, without 
usurpation, but solely as an effect of the laws 
of Justice. It was natural that in passing under 
^'îîl**!'?-' -Ùîo Inhabitants of this 
counTry should continue to be ruled by their 
ancient laws in all the ordinary transactions of 
life liut It was equally Just that the new gov 
emment should repress after its own laws of- 
fences against the public order." 



for lowbrows only 
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In this column of two weeks ago an attempt 
was made to bridge the gap between two types 
of writing that are together doing much to 
confuse the reading world. They are, on the 
one hand, the intentionally meaningless word- 
Jumbles of the surrealists and, possibly, Ger- 
trude Stein, and on the other the unintention 
ally meaningless word-pictures of such artists 
as James Joyce. Between these two there is a 
world of difference, but owing to the blindness 
of some critics and the unwillingness of mod 
em minds to work for their amusement, the 
entire unconventional movement has come to 
be recognized as a unit, and all its separate 
components have been relegated to the same 
unflattering position in the attitudes of the 
general public. 

This is unfortunate, not only for the writ 
crs, since the serious ones seldom expect to 
make a fortune, but for the world at large. Be- 
cause of this undifferentiated classification of 
the difficult and obscure writing with the 
ineaningless, some of the^ most complete pic 
tures of artistic awareness'in recent years have 
passed imobserved. 

Possibly It is incorrect to say "unobserved," 
for books like James Joyce's "Ulysses" have 
gained world-wide attention and notoriety 
through long periods of banning Irom most 
civilized countries. But this Is a negative lame, 
achieved largely by a misunderstanding of the 
books In question. They would not have re. 
ceivcd such attention if they had been proper 
ly understood and interpreted. 

This is true also in a more particular way, 
Of the people at McGill who have read 
"Ulysses" of their own free will. It Is reason- 
able to suppose that the large proportion read 
It because at some time or other they had 
heard it spoken of as smutty or obscene. They 
read it for the dirt in It. Very itw of thek 
would have read it because they believed .It 
to be one ot the artistic masterpieces of our 
times. 

Such a situation needs clarifying. For a 
work of such immense literary value to die on 
a book-shelf is a sad calamity; but it is prob- 
ably worse if that work remains known- only 
by a pornographic connotation that came into 
being because of a misinterpretation. 

In the case of "Ulysses," when the ban on 
lU pubUcaUon and|inie|£a^the United States 
was finally Uii^ it jms as a result ot tha de* 



cision handed down by the Supreme Court that 
Mr; Joyce's book was not pornographic. Por- 
nography was defined roughly as anything that 
was calculated to excite sexual passion, and the 
, udge in the case, after a severe study of the 
book, concluded that no such thing could be 
said of it. If anything, it created a repugnance 
in the mind of the reader for the manner of 
life depicted. 

But judicial decisions seldom affect the 
rooted preconceptions of a public. It needs 
more than that. The act of the Supremo Court 
of the United States made the book obtainable 
to a large' number of people, but it failed to 
erase the stigma created by the ban itself. 

The cause of the controversy lies In two 
facts. The first is that Mr. Joyce made his 
book extremely difficult to read, so that most 
people arc unwilling to make the effort to 
grasp Its full meaning; and the second Is that 
he used, words which until that time had prob- 
ably: never appeared In public print. Of the 
former, more will be said later, and It is 
enough to say now that without a grasp of the 
full meaning of "Ulysses" it is only natural 
that the apparent obscenities would be over- 
stressed. Let us, however, consider the second 
fact. 

It should be kept in mind that the words in 
question must be familiar to all men, and 
probably to most women, and are present in 
their thoughts and quite often in their speech, 
so that, in themselves, these words are not un- 
usual. In use they carry no particular porno- 
graphic intent. Furthermore, they have been 
implied by novelists sit ce the novel began, but 
they have been written merely as a dash or a 
group of asterisks. 

Their use by Joyce was not just an effort 
at realism, which might be construed porno- 
graphic, but a part of a plan, an indispensable 
part, that In the whole was to give to "Ulys- 
ses" the rhythm of universality. Joyce's con- 
cerns were life and death, death having the 
one form everywhere, and life being the world 
over a matter of creation and procreation. 
How, then, with this in mind could Joyce have 
done other than give sex and Its concomitants 
a largo and important place in his book? 

The symbolism of this will be discussed 
again, but let it be realized now that the pro- 
fanity and the references to what are ordinar- 
ily considered the intimacies of existence arc 
not evidence of a sensuous proclivity on the 
part of Joyce, but rather attest his greatness as 
a writer, for In "Ulysses" he has impregnated 
the universal idea of life with the fleshiness of 
actual living.

The Metropolitan Opera will return to the 
air-waves Saturday.' November 29 (CFCF, 3.00 
p.m.) with a broadcast performance of "La 
Traviata" direct from the stage of New York's 
Metropolitan Opera House.' 

The Verdi opera, absent from the Metro- 
politan repertoire for a year, will star Jarmlla 
Novotna, glamorous Czech soprano who has 
been widely acclaimed as one of today's fore- 
moat singing actresses, in the role of. Violetta; 
Lawrence Tibbett, leading American , baritone, 
as Germont Jan Peercc, an American tenor 
who has been singing for many years over the 
air, will make his Mqtropolitan debut as Al- 
fredo. Gcnaro Papi will conduct. 

Many novelties, revivals, and star singers 
entirely new to radio listeners are scheduled 
for the Saturday matinee series which will run 
for sixteen weeks. • 

A new intermission feature, "Music in Am- 
erica," designed to show the march of musical 
progress in the United States, has been planned 
for opera fans this season. Between the. first 
and second act curtains of each opera, a prom- 
inent speaker will discuss the history of mu- 
sical performances in a large American city. 

Retiu-ning by popular demand will be the 
"Opera Question Forum" which will be heard 
between the second and third acts. This fea- 
ture will be a miniature quiz program, with 
well-known guests answering questions sent in 
by listeners.' 

Milton Cross, whose voice is familiar to mil- 
lions of opera listeners, will return as an- 
nouncer for the series.

Early History of Blood Transfusion 

NOTE: The harmful effects of 
blood transfusion discussed below 
were suffered by the person re- 
ceiving the transfusion, not the 
blood donor. 

The first blood donor in history 
was neither man nor woman but a 
lamb. In 1667, the first successful 
transfusion was carried out in Paris 
when the physician to Louis XIV 
transfused some lamb's blood into 
the vein of an exhausted yo'uth of 
15. The patient showed remarkable 
improvement, and became "a sub- 
ject of amazement" to all who 
knew him. However, other at- 
tempts in Paris and elsewhere in 
Europe were not so successful. 
Fatalities occurred, and the popu- 
lar superstition and distrust which 
were aroused by using the blood 
of sheep and other animals brought 
the procedure into general disrc 
pute. In consequence, no further 
work of any importance was done 
on blood transfusion for nearly ISO 
years. 

The next forward step was made 
about 120 years ago. An English 
physiologist, Blundcll, after a large 
number of careful investigations on 
the properties of blood, came to the 
conclusion that for human transfu 
sion, human blood alone was fit to 
be used. He also showed that blood 
could be removed and transfused 
very simply by the use of 
syringe. 

As a result of Blundell's work, 
other surgeons and obstetricians 
performed transfusion, especially in 
England. Many difficulties were 
encountered.' Antiseptics and steri- 
lization of instruments were un- 
known; the clotting of blood could 
not be prevented; and undesirable 
reactions would sometimes occur 
with frequently fatal results. 

After 1675, there was a decUne 
in the amount ot attention given 
to transfusion, which lasted for 
thirty years. This was probably due 
in part to the increasing number 
of fatalities which had followed the 
more general use of transfusion, 
but also to an Increasing use ot salt 
solution for injection Into the vein. 
The use of blood had always been 
so hampered by coagulation that it 
seemed a great advance to be able 
to perform a transfusion without 
fear of this complication. But it was 
soon discovered that a solution of 
salt is not a good substitute for 



blood. It is known now that almost 
half an hour after the' saline Is In'- 
jccted it is rendered totally Inef- 
fective by the body. 

Great advances had been made in 
the technique of blood transfusion 
by 1914. Yet even then the tech- 
nique was too difficult and uncer- 
tain for the stress ot war conditions. 
Little was known of the possibili- 
ties of blood transfusion among 
army doctors until 1017. Since then 
it has grown in use tremiendously 
up to the present time. 

During the last war the necessity 
for the conservation of blood avail 
able for transfusion was evident. 
The search for a satisfactory sub' 
stitute was therefore pursued with 
great energy. Something had to be 
found which was non-poisonous, 
which had the same "thickness" as 
the blood, and which would not be 
removed from the blood stream by 
the body, as was the salt solution 
After many experiments a solu- 
tion of "gum* acacia" was found to 
be an effective blood substitute. It 
was ' used very extensively among 
the wounded, and with favourable 
results. Nevertheless, it is definite 
ly inferior to whole human blood. 

Since the last war. Important and 
interesting developments have oc 
curred in the field of blood trans- 
fusion, and these shall be discussed 
in subsequent articles.

WAR POLL OF SCHOOL BOARDS 
REVEALS ,36 FOR U.S. ENTRY 

Another poll, this one conducted 
by the Yale News and representing 
the opinions of the editorial boards 
of the nation's colleges, and prep 
schools, shows out of 155 answers 
56 yesés to the question: "Weigh' 
ing carefully the factors for and 
against intervention, do you think 
the United States should enter the 
present European war?" 

Two Results Identical 

But a majority of 52% (81 votes) 
answered in the affirmative the 
second poll question: "Do y ou; favor 
revision of the neutrality law whïciï 
will permit American merchant 
ships to enter the war zone?" To 
the third question: "Do you believe 
that such revision will result In our 
entry In the war?," an almost 
unanimous majority of 87% (132 
votes) answered yes. 

The results of the fourth question 
perhaps give an idea of what the 
editorial boards think entry into 
the war means, since the yeses to 
the question "If the United Slates 
enters the war, do you believe that 
we should send an American c.xpe> 
ditionary* force to Europe?,'! were 
exactly Identical to the affirmative 
replies to the first question in the 
poll. V .

A sectional breakdown of results 
on the first question shows that cur- 
iously enough the South did not 
turn out to be the most aggressive 
region. Only 34% of the Southern 
votes were for war, while the North 
Central area (Ohio, Michigan, In- 
diana, Illinois, Wisconsin, and Welt 
Virginia) topped the list with 43%.

On the second question, concern- 
ing the neutrality law, the South 
came through true to form, top- 
ping all other regions with a 50% 
vote for amendment. Only area to 
return a majority against revision 
was the Northwest with a negative 
vote- of 55%. Prep schools again 
hit the high percentages with a 75% 
vote for amendment, as compared 
with the 61% of women's colleges 
and, the 50% ot ell other colleges.
